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Thomas  A.  Yawkey 

President 


Thomas  Austin  Yawkey  was  born  in  Detroit,  Feb. 
21,  1903.  His  foster-father,  William  H.  Yawkey,  the 
famed  industrialist,  was  president  and  owner  of  the 
Detroit  Tigers  in  Tom’s  earliest  years,  so  his  interest  in 
baseball  started  very  early  in  life.  And  with  a  star  stud¬ 
ded  Tiger  team  to  watch,  including  the  immortal  Ty 
Cobb,  it  was  only  natural  that  his  interest  in  the  game 
deepened. 

At  Irving  School  and  later  at  Yale  University,  he 
played  baseball  himself,  and  even  today,  when  the  Red 
Sox  are  on  the  road,  he  plays  lively  games  of  “pepper” 
almost  daily  at  Fenway  Park. 


When  Tom  Yawkey  purchased  the  Red  Sox  in  1933, 
the  club’s  fortunes  were  at  a  particularly  low  ebb  and  he 
immediately  set  about  the  task  of  rebuilding  the  team 
into  a  winner  and  converting  Fenway  Park  into  what 
it  is  today,  one  of  the  most  beautiful,  most  comfortable 
and  best  kept  baseball  parks  in  the  nation. 

Soon  after  he  bought  the  club,  such  stars  as  Jimmy 
Foxx,  Lefty  Grove  and  Joe  Cronin  donned  Red  Sox 
flannels  and  in  a  few  years  the  Red  Sox  became  a 
perennial  challenger  to  the  Yankees.  The  high  point  came 
in  1946  when  the  Red  Sox  were  Ihe  American  League 
champions  and  continued  into  the  early  1950’s  when 
the  club  was  never  worse  than  third  in  the  league. 

Although  there  have  been  many  disappointments  with 
second  division  finishes  in  recent  years,  Tom  Yawkey’s 
interest  in  the  Red  Sox  has  never  lagged.  If  anything, 
he’s  more  determined  than  ever  to  see  that  the  Red  Sox 
regain  their  former  proud  position  in  the  American 
League. 

Within  the  past  year  key  organizational  changes  were 
accomplished  in  an  effort  to  get  the  most  out  of  the 
promising  young  players  who  are  being  produced  in  the 
Red  Sox  farm  system  and  to  build  a  winner  around  such 
rising  young  stars  as  Tony  Conigliaro  and  Carl 
Yastrzemski. 

As  Vice-President  of  the  American  League,  he  has 
played  a  key  role  in  all  major  changes  in  baseball 
through  the  years.  His  decisions  in  this  capacity  have 
always  been  made  in  the  best  interests  of  the  game  of 
baseball  and  never  necessarily  what  might  have  been 
selfishly  best  for  his  own  Boston  Red  Sox. 

As  President  of  the  famed  “Jimmy  Fund”  of  Boston, 
the  popular  name  for  the  Children’s  Cancer  Research 
Foundation,  he  has  been  a  leader  in  the  fight  against 
cancer  in  little  children  and  he  annually  takes  an  active 
part  in  the  “Jimmy  Fund”  crusade. 
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Richard  H.  O'Connell 

Executive  Vice-President  —  General  Manager 


Few  men  had  Dick  O’Connell’s  knowledge  of  the  business  operations  of  a  major 
league  baseball  franchise  when  he  first  became  an  Executive  Vice-President  in 
September,  1960. 

He  originally  joined  the  Red  Sox  organization  as  business  manager  of  the  Lynn 
Red  Sox  in  the  old  New  England  League  in  1946,  and  climbed  steadily  in  the 
club’s  administration  setup,  until  he  became  the  Red  Sox  business  manager  and 
director  of  all  Eenway  Park  operations  for  several  years  prior  to  his  promotion 
to  Vice-President. 

Last  Lall,  he  assumed  overall  control  of  the  entire  Red  Sox  organization  when 
Mike  Higgins  resigned  as  General  Manager. 

O’Connell  was  born  in  Winthrop,  Mass.,  on  September  19,  1914  and  was  the 
first  Greater  Boston  native  to  become  a  front  office  leader  for  the  club.  He  grad¬ 
uated  from  Boston  College  in  1937,  and  received  his  Master’s  Degree  there  in 
1938.  After  playing  both  baseball  and  football  at  Winthrop  High  and  Boston  Col¬ 
lege,  he  became  a  teacher-coach  before  entering  the  U.  S.  Navy  in  1942. 

As  an  officer  in  Naval  Intelligence  in  the  Pacific  Area  in  World  War  II,  he 
played  a  vital  part  in  the  planning  of  all  Pacific  invasions  from  1943  to  1945. 

In  recent  years,  he  has  taken  an  active  part  in  several  major  league  committees 
dealing  with  the  many  complex  problems  which  baseball  has  faced  and  is  facing 
in  an  expansion  period. 


Haywood  C.  Sullivan 

Vice-President  —  Player  Personnel  Director 

He  became  one  of  the  youngest  baseball  executives  in  the  game  last  November, 
when  he  was  named  Red  Sox  Director  of  Player  Personnel  at  the  age  of  34,  after 
a  1 3  year  career  as  a  player  and  manager. 

Sullivan  was  born  in  Donalsonville,  Georgia,  on  December  15,  1930.  After 
starring  in  baseball,  basketball  and  football  at  Dothan,  Alabama  High  School, 
and  playing  in  the  1948  High  School  All-American  football  game,  he  entered  the 
University  of  Llorida,  where  he  was  an  All  Conference  choice  as  a  catcher  in 
baseball  and  as  quarterback  in  football. 

Although  he  was  co-captain  elect  of  the  1952  Llorida  football  team,  he  chose 
to  enter  pro  baseball  and  signed  a  contract  with  the  Red  Sox  with  then  scout,  now 
minor  league  director,  Neil  Mahoney.  After  an  impressive  first  season  in  1952,  he 
spent  two  years  in  the  U.  S.  Army. 

Rated  an  outstanding  major  league  prospect  after  three  more  outstanding  minor 
league  seasons  when  he  was  the  All  Star  catcher  in  both  the  American  Association 
and  the  Pacific  Coast  League,  he  suffered  a  slipped  disc  in  his  back  and  had  to  sit 
out  the  entire  1958  season.  Although  surgery  corrected  the  condition,  he  never 
fully  realized  his  potential  as  a  player  thereafter. 

In  December,  1960,  he  was  selected  by  the  Washington  Senators  in  the  expan¬ 
sion  draft  of  1960  and  later  that  month  was  traded  to  the  Kansas  City  Athletics, 
where  he  closed  out  his  active  playing  in  1963. 

He  managed  Birmingham  of  the  Kansas  City  system  to  second  place  in  the 
Southern  Association  in  1964,  and  was  managing  Vancouver  of  the  Pacific  Coast 
League  in  May  last  year,  when  he  replaced  Mel  McGaha  as  manager  of  the 
Athletics. 

The  Red  Sox  received  permission  from  Charles  O.  Finley,  owner  of  the  Athletics, 
to  discuss  the  new  Player  Personnel  Director  position  with  Sullivan  last  Fall,  and 
although  he  was  reluctant  to  leave  the  playing  field,  he  welcomed  the  chance  to 
return  to  the  Red  Sox  organization  and  the  challenge  of  the  new  position. 
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Theodore  S.  Williams 

Vice-President 

Simultaneous  with  his  election  into  Baseball’s  Hall  of  Fame 
in  December,  1965,  Ted  accepted  the  position  as  Vice-Presi¬ 
dent  of  the  Red  Sox,  in  which  capacity  he  will  work  closely 
with  Dick  O’Connell,  Haywood  Sullivan  and  Neil  Mahoney 
in  player  development  and  evaluation. 


For  the  past  five  years,  he  has  served  as  a  special  batting 
instructor  in  Red  Sox  major  and  minor  league  training  camps, 
but  in  his  new  capacity  he  will  spend  more  time  during  the 
regular  season  with  the  club.  He  is  the  first  player  who  played 
all  his  games  for  the  Red  Sox  to  be  selected  for  the  Hall  of 
Fame. 

Ted  Williams  was  born  in  San  Diego,  Calif,  on  August  30, 
1918,  and  started  playing  for  San  Diego  of  the  Pacific  Coast 
League  on  his  graduation  from  Herbert  Hoover  High  School 
in  1936.  The  Red  Sox  purchased  him  from  San  Diego  before 
the  1938  season,  and  one  of  the  most  fantastic  baseball  careers 
of  all  time  was  really  underway. 

Despite  having  his  career  interrupted  twice  for  duty  as  a 
Marine  pilot  in  World  War  II  and  during  the  Korean  conflict, 
and  also  despite  a  fractured  elbow  and  a  severe  shoulder 
injury,  here  are  just  a  few  of  his  baseball  accomplishments: 

Last  man  to  hit  .400  in  the  major  leagues  (.406  in  1941); 
six  time  American  League  batting  champion,  1941,  42,  47,  48, 
57,  58;  Most  Valuable  Player  in  American  League,  1946  and 
1949;  Sporting  News  Major  League  Player  of  the  Year,  1941, 
42,  47,  49,  57;  Player  of  the  Decade  by  the  Sporting  News, 
1960;  18  times  a  member  of  the  American  League  All  Star 
team;  third  all  time  homerun  hitter  (521);  American  League 
Triple  Crown  winner,  1942,  1947;  American  League  Homerun 
Champion,  1941,  42,  47,  49;  Lifetime  batting  average  of  .344. 


TED  —  A  Proud  Champion 


On  September  28,  1960,  the  active  playing  career  of  one 
of  the  greatest  hitters  and  one  of  the  most  controversial  men 
in  the  history  of  baseball  came  to  a  close.  Then  end  came 
dramatically  with  a  tremendous  home  run  off  the  pitching  of 
Jack  Fisher  of  the  Baltimore  Orioles. 

For  Ted  Williams,  it  was  home  run  number  521,  ranking 


him  third  among  all-time  players  behind  immortals  Babe 
Ruth  and  Jimmy  Foxx,  despite  missing  five  active  seasons  at 
the  peak  of  his  career  to  service  as  a  Marine  pilot.

Neil  T.  Mahoney  —  Director/  Minor  League  System 

Moved  into  the  top  spot,  directing  the  activities  of  the  six  Red  Sox  farm  clubs  and  the  far 
flung  scouting  system,  in  September,  1960.  Another  Greater  Boston  native,  Neil  Mahoney 
was  one  of  the  area’s  top  semipro  catchers  known  and  respected  for  his  all  round  knowl¬ 
edge  of  baseball.  Graduated  from  Northeastern  University  and  later  coached  baseball  at 
Bowdoin  College,  before  joining  the  Red  Sox  organization  as  a  scout  in  1939.  He  was 
supervisor  of  Eastern  scouting  before  being  promoted  to  Minor  League  Director.  Mr.  Mahoney 
makes  his  home  in  Chestnut  Hill,  Mass. 


Joseph  T.  Cummiskey  -  Treasurer 

A  graduate  of  Suffolk  Law  School,  Joe  Cummiskey  had  wide  experience  in  both  law  and 
accounting  before  joining  the  Red  Sox  organization  in  1948.  He  served  as  a  Lieutenant-Com¬ 
mander  in  the  Navy  during  World  War  11  and  now  handles  many  of  the  complicated  legal  and 
financial  affairs  connected  with  a  modern  major  league  baseball  operation.  He  lives  in  Bel¬ 
mont,  Mass. 


Thomas  B.  Dowd  —  Traveling  Secretary 

One  of  New  England’s  best  known  toastmasters  and  after-dinner  speakers,  Tom  Dowd  is 
now  the  senior  road  secretary  in  the  American  League.  His  duties  have  become  increasingly 
involved  because  of  the  problems  in  moving  the  entire  Red  Sox  ball  club  from  coast  to  coast 
under  American  League  expansion.  For  many  years  following  his  graduation  from  Holy  Cross 
he  was  one  of  the  best  known  National  Football  League  officials,  and  in  recent  years  was  a 
football  radio  commentator.  He  lives  in  West  Roxbury,  Mass. 


William  C.  Crowley  —  Director,  Public  Relations 

Became  Public  Relations  Director  in  October,  1960,  after  serving  for  three  seasons  as  one 
of  Curt  Gowdy’s  broadcasting  partners.  A  native  of  Dorchester,  Crowley  was  a  World  War 
II  bomber  pilot  prior  to  his  graduation  from  Boston  University.  He  also  holds  a  Master’s 
Degree  from  the  University  of  Minnesota.  A  newspaperman,  before  entering  radio  in  1949, 
for  several  years  served  as  Sports  Information  Director  and  Instructor  in  Economics  at  Holy 
Cross  College.  He  resides  in  Needham,  Mass. 


Edward  F.  Kenney —  Executive  Secretary,  Minor  League  System 

He  originally  joined  the  Red  Sox  organization  in  1946,  following  his  father  who  had  been  em¬ 
ployed  by  the  club  for  many  years.  A  former  baseball  star  at  both  Winchester  High  School 
and  Boston  College,  he  was  an  Army  veteran  in  Europe  before  coming  to  the  Red  Sox. 
Thoroughly  versed  in  the  business  and  legal  aspects  of  handling  affairs  in  the  spread-out 
Red  Sox  minor  league  system,  he  has  now  served  under  the  last  three  directors  of  the  Red 
Sox  minor  leagues.  He  resides  in  Braintree,  Mass.

He  chronicled  the  activities  of  the  Red  Sox  for  many  years  for  Boston  newspapers  before 
joining  the  Red  Sox  staff  as  Assistant  to  Joe  McKenney,  now  the  American  League  pub¬ 
licity  director.  Jack  Malaney  was  President  of  the  Baseball  Writer’s  Association  of  America 
in  1944,  and  after  serving  the  Red  Sox  as  Public  Relations  Director  in  1959  and  1960,  now 
continues  as  associate.  His  home  is  in  Dedham,  Mass.

This  former  great  National  League  second  baseman  ap¬ 
proaches  his  second  year  as  Red  Sox  manager  with  a  much 
different  outlook  than  he  had  one  year  ago  when  he  assumed 
the  job. 

He  has  found,  for  example,  that  although  he  had  one  of  the 
best  hitting  clubs  in  the  American  League,  it  still  didn’t  mean 
a  climb  from  the  second  division.  Consequently,  he  has  deter¬ 
mined  on  a  rather  revolutionary  approach  to  the  1966  season 
for  a  Red  Sox  manager.  Instead  of  depending  on  power  and 
waiting  for  the  big  inning,  which  has  been  historically  true  in 
friendly  Fenway  Park  for  most  Red  Sox  managers,  he  has  de¬ 
termined  to  tighten  defenses,  improve  his  pitching  and  play 
low  scoring  but  winning  baseball. 

Also,  in  an  effort  to  improve  discipline  and  morale,  he  has 
assigned  his  coaches  to  oversee  the  activities  of  separate  groups 
of  players  both  on  and  off  the  field,  possibly  a  revolutionary 
first  in  major  league  managing. 

One  thing  is  sure  .  .  .  Herman  who  was  an  outstanding 
player  in  his  own  right  and  associated  with  many  winning 
clubs  is  going  to  do  everything  he  can  to  get  the  Red  Sox  out 
of  their  losing  ways. 

Billy  had  served  as  third  base  coach  under  three  previous 
Red  Sox  managers,  Billy  Jurges,  Mike  Higgins  and  Johnny 
Pesky,  when  he  took  over  the  helm  for  the  1965  season,  so  he 
knows  the  Red  Sox  personnel  and  this  year  he  will  direct  one 
of  the  youngest  teams  in  the  majors,  with  an  average  age  of 
23  years. 

Billy  Herman  was  born  in  New  Albany,  Indiana  on  July  7, 
1909.  He  broke  into  organized  baseball  with  Vicksburg  of 
the  Cotton  State  League  in  1928,  and  came  up  to  the  major 
leagues  with  the  Chicago  Cubs  in  1931.  With  the  Cubs  and 
later  with  the  Dodgers  he  was  the  National  League  All  Star 
second  baseman  annually,  as  an  integral  part  of  a  great  infield 
which  had  Charlie  Grimm  at  first  base,  Billy  Jurges  at  short¬ 
stop  and  Stan  Hack  at  third  base.  In  10  plus  years  in  Chicago, 
before  being  traded  to  the  Brooklyn  Dodgers  in  May,  1941, 
he  failed  to  hit  .300  only  three  times  and  he  held  that  All  Star 
second  base  position  with  the  National  League  from  1934 
through  1943. 

After  military  service  he  was  traded  to  the  Boston  Braves  in 
June,  1946,  and  at  the  end  of  that  season  he  was  traded  to  the 
Pirates,  where  he  finished  his  major  league  playing  career  as 
player-manager  in  1947. 

In  addition  to  his  10  All  Star  appearances  when  he  com¬ 
piled  a  composite  .433  batting  average,  he  appeared  in  four 
World  Series,  with  the  Cubs  in  1932,  1935  and  1938  and  with 
the  Brooklyn  Dodgers  in  1941. 

In  1952,  he  became  a  major  league  coach  with  the  Dodgers. 
He  held  the  post  as  their  third  base  coach  through  1957, 
worked  for  the  Milwaukee  Braves  for  the  1958  and  1959  sea¬ 
sons,  before  joining  the  Red  Sox  as  third  base  coach  in  1960. 
He  has  been  consistently  ranked  among  the  finest  third  base 
coaches  in  the  game. 

An  outstanding  golf  and  bridge  player,  he  is  married  to  the 
former  Frances  Ann  Antonucci.

Returns  to  Red  Sox  as  pitching  coach  after  three  years  absence.  He  was  slated  to  be 
the  1965  pitching  coach,  but  commitments  in  his  position  as  boxing  and  wrestling  com¬ 
missioner  for  the  State  of  New  York  prevented  him  from  taking  the  assignment. 

Originally  came  to  the  Red  Sox  as  coach  under  Billy  Jurges  in  1960  and  served  through 
the  1962  season.  His  pitching  career  spanned  20  years  from  his  start  with  Buffalo  in  1938 
until  he  finished  with  the  St.  Louis  Cardinals  in  1958.  During  his  career  he  pitched  for 
the  New  York  Giants,  the  Cleveland  Indians,  the  Brooklyn  Dodgers,  the  Yankees  and  the 
Cardinals. 

He  pitched  in  the  World  Series  for  the  Giants  in  1951  and  1954  and  with  the  Dodgers 
in  1956,  and  he  was  an  All  Star  nominee  in  1951,  his  greatest  year,  when  he  had  a  23-6 
record  for  the  Giants.

Red  Sox  Farm  System 


Although  the  Red  Sox  have  finished  deep  in  the  Ameri¬ 
can  League  second  division  in  recent  years  the  blame  can’t 
be  placed  on  the  steps  of  the  club’s  farm  system,  which  has 
been  ably  directed  by  Neil  Mahoney  since  September,  1960. 

Of  the  43  men  in  the  Red  Sox  spring  training  camp  in 
Winter  Haven,  no  less  than  26  were  pure  home-grown 
products,  and  five  more  were  developed  in  the  Red  Sox 
farm  system  after  being  acquired  from  other  clubs.  The 
Red  Sox  club  of  1966  will  be  built  around  such  home¬ 
grown  stars  as  Carl  Yastrzemski,  Tony  Conigliaro,  Tony 
Horton,  Mike  Ryan,  Rico  Petrocelli,  Earl  Wilson,  Dick 
Radatz,  Dave  Morehead,  along  with  developed  young 
comers  as  Joe  Foy  (acquired  in  the  first  year  draft  from 
the  Minnesota  Twins)  and  others. 

The  Red  Sox  farm  system  has  undergone  a  gradual  trans¬ 
formation  since  1960,  as  Mahoney,  ably  assisted  by  former 
Boston  College  star  Ed  Kenney,  has  worked  hard  to  bring 
the  right  young  men  to  Fenway  Park  to  help  get  the  club 
back  into  the  first  division. 

In  the  process  of  transformation  .  .  .  the  entire  scouting 
system  has  been  revamped  .  .  .  players  within  the  system 
have  been  more  carefully  screened  .  .  .  better  liaison  has 


been  created  between  scouts  and  minor  league  managers 
and  the  front  office  in  Boston  by  instituting  annual  evalua¬ 
tion  meetings  each  Fall  .  .  .  the  system  has  been  brought 
closer  to  home  by  moving  clubs  from  Seattle  to  Toronto  in 
the  AAA  classification  and  from  Reading,  Pa.  to  Pittsfield, 
Mass,  in  the  AA  class. 

The  results  should  really  start  to  show  in  1966  .  .  .  nine 
men  on  the  present  Red  Sox  major  roster  were  members  of 
last  year’s  Toronto  Maple  Leaf  International  League  play¬ 
off  champions,  and  five  have  come  from  the  1965  Pittsfield 
Eastern  League  champions. 

The  Red  Sox  scouts  listed  here  have  a  wealth  of  baseball 
experience  and  are  ready  to  help  any  youngster  to  wear  Red 
Sox  flannels  at  Fenway  Park  as  soon  as  possible.  The  young 
man  who  signs  with  the  Red  Sox  will  have  the  opportunity 
to  get  special  coaching  from  such  great  names  in  baseball 
as  Ted  Williams,  Bobby  Doerr,  Dom  Dimaggio  and  Billy 
Goodman  to  speed  him  on  his  way-  to  the  majors. 

It  has  been  recognized  for  many  years  in  baseball  that 
any  club’s  future  lies  in  its  farm  system  .  .  .  for  the  Red 
Sox,  the  future  could  very  well  be  right  now!!

Pictured  above  are  just  a  small  segment  of  the  Boston  sportswriting  fraternity  who  annually  concern 
themselves  with  the  fortunes  of  the  Red  Sox.  As  a  result,  New  England  baseball  fans  are  undoubtedly 
among  the  best  informed  in  the  nation,  especially  about  the  Boston  Red  Sox.  No  other  baseball  team  is 
covered  more  intensively  than  the  Red  Sox  throughout  the  year. 

The  Fenway  Park  press  box  is  annually  one  of  the  busiest  spots  in  the  American  League,  with  any¬ 
where  from  two  to  five  men  from  all  papers  covering  each  Red  Sox  home  game,  and  every  paper  being 
represented  by  at  least  one  man  on  road  trips. 

For  many  writers  the  Red  Sox  assignment  is  a  year  round  job.  They  follow  the  club  to  spring  training, 
travel  with  the  team  during  the  season,  track  trade  rumors  at  the  World  Series  and  are  on  hand  at  minor 
and  major  league  meetings  during  the  winter. 

As  a  result,  the  Boston  Chapter  of  the  Baseball  Writers  Association  of  America  has  become  one  of  the 
largest  chapters  in  the  nation.  Bill  Liston  of  the  Boston  Traveler  is  the  current  chairman  of  the  Boston 
chapter.

When  Mel  entered  the  broadcasting  field  in  1965,  there  were  very  few  who  could  match 
his  baseball  background.  From  1947  through  1956,  all  with  the  Red  Sox,  and  despite 
several  injuries,  he  compiled  a  record  of  123  wins,  only  75  losses,  including  a  couple  of 
20  game  winning  seasons  and  a  no-hitter  in  his  final  year  of  1956. 

After  retiring  from  baseball  in  June,  1957,  he  served  at  various  times  as  coach  of 
Tulane  University,  manager  and  general  manager  of  the  New  Orleans  Pelicans,  and  in 
1961,  he  rejoined  the  Red  Sox  as  minor  league  manager.  He  managed  successfully  in 
Alpine,  Texas,  York,  Pennsylvania  and  Seattle  for  the  Red  Sox,  where  he  directed  many 
of  today’s  promising  Red  Sox  youngsters.
